Athens, Feb. 13.—Asaim Bey, the 


Turkish minister, last evening visited 
the foreign office and, acting under in- 
structions from his government, mada 
a protest against the dispatch of th« 
Greek torpedo flotilla to Crett. lie was 
treated with the utmost courtesy and 
•was informed, so far as diplomacy al- 
lowed, of the attitude of Greece on tl 
Cretan question. His protest, hov. ever, 
Was, so far as known, productive of nc 
result. The Greelc government will 
not recall the flotilla, and, furthermore, 
a second flotilla will ahortly atari for 
Crete. The troubles in the island hav« 
caused mmny of the residents to flee to 
Greece for safety. Since the outbreak 
began fully 8*000 Cretans haTe arrived 
at the Piraeus. As itt the caae of the 
previous exodna from Crete many oi 
the refugees are unable to care foi 
themselves and the government wiU 
be compelled to extend aid to them. 
The notification ta the powers formu- 
lated by the government, in which it 
sets forth that G**ece cannot remain a 
mere spectator of the events which are 
taking place in Crete, and that the ties 
of race and religion compel her to in- 
tervene in behalf of the oppressed and 
outraged Christiana in that island, IS 
hailed with joy and approval on all 
sides. The Cretan committee here are 
making preparations on a large scala 
to land men and munitions of wat 
upon the shores of Crete and the sec- 
ond instalment of 500 TOM. embarked 
and sailed last evening.
